42. (Twice Amended) An isolated antibody which specifically binds to an epitope from 
only one of the selected from the group consisting of one of the following peptides: SEQ ID NO: 
17, 20, 26, 29, 30 and or 31 of the p60 protein from Listeria monocytogenes and wherein said 
antibody does not cross-react with an epitope from other non-pathogenic Listeria species. 

43. (Twice Amended) An isolated antibody which can be prepared by immunizing an 
experimental animal with only one of the with a peptide selected from the group consisting of one of 
the following peptides: SEQ ED NO: 17, 20, 26, 29, 30 and oi^31, or with an immunogenic 
conjugate which comprises a peptide selected from the group consisting of one of the following 
peptides: SEQ ED NO: 17, 20, 26, 29, 30 and or 31, wherein said antibody specifically binds to the 
p60 protein from Listerina monocytogenes. 
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
